Multi-use solution 
being proposed in 
school closure 


Catholic schools. 

Community rallies 
to keep St. Gabriel 
School open

In a last ditch effort, parents 
and local developers have sub¬ 
mitted an alternative, multi¬ 
use solution for a Catholic 
school facing closure at next 
week’s board meeting. 

Members of the Greater 
Hardisty Community Sustain¬ 
ability Coalition are lobbying 
the school board to consider a 
pilot project with Alberta’s Vil¬ 
lage Plaza Concepts to trans¬ 
form the under-utilized St. 
Gabriel School into a multi-use 
facility. 

“The concept would be to 
include an elementary school, 


seniors housing and lease space 
that would meet the needs of 
the variety of demographics in 
our neighbourhood,” said par¬ 
ent Lana Brenneis in an email 
to Metro. 

Along with St. Gabriel, the 
school board is considering 
closing three other Catholic 
schools — St. Kevin, St. James 
and St. Brendan Schools — and 
replacing them with a $25-mil- 
lion facility for the area. 

Ron Glen of Village Plaza 
Concepts believes this is an in¬ 
novative alternative to how the 
province handles old buildings 
in mature neighbourhoods. 

As schools continue to 
age and infrastructure costs 
rise, a private-public model 
would allow the community to 
guide the vision for their local 
school, while generating rev¬ 
enue to cover costs of redevel¬ 
opment and maintenance of 
the school site, Glen said. 

“For St. Gabriel, it’s a veiy 
large building that has a school 


population that’s veiy small, 
from what the school board 
would say, and has leased out 
other space so that it’s a very 
busy building,” he explained. 

“The other space isn’t real¬ 
ly about what the school board 
mandate is, which is providing 
education.” 

Glen said developing a 
multi-use space in school 
buildings could mean a win 
for the community and school 
boards by eliminating de¬ 
ferred maintenance, reducing 
excess capacity and saving a 
neighbourhood’s local school. 

Catholic board trustee John 
Acheson said it was clear the 
coalition had done its home¬ 
work on the proposal. 

“They impressed me be¬ 
cause they’re not talking 
about keeping St. Gabriel 
open in and of itself, they’re 
talking about community 
sustainability and a key part 
of that is the local school,” he 
said.

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Cautionary tale. Seniors 
easy targets for fraud, 
according to detective 


After one Edmonton senior 
handed over $175,000 in a 
telephone fraud, the city’s 
economic crime unit is ur¬ 
ging residents to use caution 
when giving out personal in¬ 
formation. 

Citing the recent case as a 
cautionary tale Tuesday, eco¬ 
nomic crimes detective Bill 
Allen said the fraud started 
over two years ago when 
a person claiming to work 
for Microsoft contacted an 
84-year-old Edmonton man. 

After purchasing what he 
thought was virus software, 
the man noticed three char¬ 
ges placed on his credit card. 
When he called the company 
back to report the mistake, 
he got caught up in the scam. 

“The victim kept feeling 
like he had to give money 
in order to get a document 
... which would give him 
instructions on how to get 
his money back,” explained 
Allen.

“Even to this day he felt 
like I interfered with him get¬ 
ting this (his money back).” 

To date, there have been 
497 reported victims of fraud 
in the province, Allen said, 
adding he estimates only 10 
to 25 per cent of fraud victims 
actually report the scam. 

“We want to get this 
message out, it’s a message 
that’s continuing,” he added. 
“Seniors are a group that are 
vulnerable for a number of 
reasons.”

Health care. Why charge 
Canadians more for drugs, 
Home asks U.S. company 


Alberta’s health minister says 
he had some hard questions 
for a U.S. company about why 
Canadians have to pay more for 
a life-saving drug that treats a 
rare form of cystic fibrosis. 

Fred Home, who was repre¬ 
senting provincial and terri¬ 
torial health ministers, met in 
Toronto Tuesday with Jeffrey 
Leiden, president of Vertex 
Pharmaceuticals. 

Home said there was no 
breakthrough, but negotiations 
with the company are to con¬ 
tinue. 


Vertex makes Kalydeco, 
which helps people who have 
the fatal genetic disease. 

Kalydeco costs about 
$300,000 a year per patient in 
Canada. 

Alberta has been leading ne¬ 
gotiations with Vertex for near¬ 
ly a year to lower the dmg’s 
price so it can be covered by 
medicare. 

“We wanted to know why 
should Canadian patients be ex¬ 
pected to pay a higher price for 
this drug than U.S. patients,” 
Home said, the Canadian press

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Recruit has real nose 
for fire investigation 


Accelerant detection. 

Captain investigator says 
many cases would stall if 
not for canine assistance 


H 

The latest addition to Edmon¬ 
ton’s Fire Rescue Services 
really pawed his way into the 
job. 

Grover — a one-year-old 
part Labrador, part Jack Rus¬ 
sell terrier, part bloodhound 
— is joining the fire service 
after an eight-week training 
course in which he was certi¬ 


fied to become an accelerant- 
detection dog. 

Captain Investigator Mur¬ 
ray Steedsman, Grover’s part¬ 
ner, said the dogs on the ser¬ 
vice are tremendous assets to 
fire investigations. 

“What a dog will do is 
speed up our investigation, 
make it more efficient, allow 
us to take more accurate sam¬ 
ples,” he said. 

Grover will be taken to fire 
scenes to search for traces of 
accelerant materials. Steeds¬ 
man said in many cases the 
investigation would stall if 
not for canine assistance. 

“A dog’s nose is more 
sensitive than any man-made 
instrument,” he said. 

When he finds traces of ac¬ 


celerant, Grover either paws 
at, sits or licks the area, ac¬ 
cording to Steedsman. 

Grover will spend his days 
on the job and his nights 
at home with his partner. 
Steedsman said it’s great for 
the dogs as well. 

“We take dogs that may 
have been abandoned, may 
have been abused ... and give 
them a second chance,” he 
said. 

Chief of Investigations 
Wayne Pawlowslci said Gro¬ 
ver and the service’s other 
canine Sprocket are like any 
other firefighter, but with a 
few minor differences. 

“Sprocket and Grover are 
the only two staff members 
I give belly rubs to,” he said.

Condo act doesn't go far 
enough, says lobby group 


Leaky roofs and faulty foun¬ 
dations could continue to 
cause problems for condo¬ 
minium buyers because the 
government’s new legislation 
isn’t tough enough, accord¬ 
ing to the head of the local 
Canadian Condominium In¬ 
stitute chapter. 

Institute president Anand 
Sharma said the new bill gets 
a lot right, with a dispute 
resolution tribunal and new 
requirements for financial 
disclosures to buyers, but it 
misses the mark on a veiy im¬ 
portant issue. 

“The No. 1 issue we hear 
about is developer deficien¬ 
cies,” he said. 


Not covered? 


“The No. l issue 
we hear about is 
developer deficiencies.” 

Anand Sharma, president of the North 
Alberta Chapter of the Canadian Condo¬ 
minium Institute 

Sharma said it appears as 
though the government is 
leaving that issue to the new 
home warranty program, but 
he thinks they need to be 
more involved. 

“You need government 
in there ensuring that these 
builders are building cor¬ 
rectly and if they’re not build¬ 


ing correctly there are conse¬ 
quences,” he said. 

The province is standing 
by its new act. In an email, 
spokesperson Bill Strickland 
said the home warranty act, 
announced last year, covers 
condominiums and covers 
them well. 

He said the act would 
also ensure owners have a 
good understanding of future 
maintenance needs. 

“Developers must also 
provide a realistic estimate of 
monthly condominium fees 
that are based on a budget for 
the condominium develop¬ 
ment,” he said.

“Ten years ago when we 
looked at the beer culture 
in Alberta it really didn’t 
exist, and now we have a 
school dedicated to grow¬ 
ing the culture. This shows 
where the culture and in¬ 
dustry is headed,” said Mark 
Kondrat, owner and project 
manager with Alberta Beer 
Festivals. 

As the first brew-master 
program participants in 
Western Canada, students 
will help add a unique set 
of skills to the growing beer 
culture in both Edmonton 
and Alberta, according to 
school officials. 

“Good beer is always a 



good thing. When you start 
to drink local beer, it starts 
to help the local economy. I 
think the students will real¬ 


ly help enhance that cul¬ 
ture,” said Karla Petersen, 
senior development officer 
with Olds College.

Endangered Alberta to 
sell mountain caribou 
habitat to eneigy industry 


The Alberta government is 
planning to sell off crucial cari¬ 
bou habitat to the energy in¬ 
dustry just days after a federal 
scientific panel said the herds 
were in immediate danger of 
vanishing completely. 

Starting Wednesday, Al¬ 
berta Energy is to auction off 
1,700 hectares of land north of 
Grande Cache — home to the 
remaining members of several 
herds of mountain caribou. 

A federal scientific panel 
ruled earlier this month that 
those herds should be as¬ 
sessed as endangered, the 
highest level of threat avail¬ 
able under Canadian law, 
because their numbers have 
tumbled by about 60 per cent 
over the last decade. 

“Most of it’s industrial dis¬ 
turbance,” said Justina Ray, 
one of the biologists who 
completed the assessment for 
Environment Canada’s Com¬ 
mittee on the Status of Endan¬ 
gered Wildlife in Canada. 

About 1,200 hectares on 
the block is on the range of 
the 78-animal Narraway herd.

Data compiled by Global For¬ 
est Watch suggests more than 
81 per cent of that range is al¬ 
ready disrupted. 

Alberta Energy spokesman 
Mike Feenstra said the province 
recognizes mountain caribou 
as threatened, if not endan¬ 
gered. Temporaiy holds have 
been placed on lease sales on 
the ranges of two other herds, 
he said. 

According to Ray, policy¬ 
makers need to consider that 
habitat pressures centred in 
Alberta are starting to spread.

Museum seeks local help with 
second rotting whale carcass 


The Royal Ontario Museum 
is seeking local help before it 
decides whether it will handle 
a second blue whale carcass in 
western Newfoundland. 

Mark Engstrom, deputy 
director of collections and re¬ 
search for the museum, says 
he’ll decide in the next day or 
two whether work on a dead 
whale in Rocky Harbour will go 
ahead. 

“We’re still reviewing fi¬ 


nances and we’re seeing if 
we can get any local assist¬ 
ance with the Rocky Harbour 
whale,” Engstrom said Tuesday. 

His team was also packing 
the last of the bones from the 
23-metre female whale that will 
be trucked to Trenton, Ont., 
where Research Casting Inter¬ 
national, which specializes in 
museum displays, will help fur¬ 
ther handle the remains. 

Those specimens will later 


become accessible to scientists 
as part of the ROM’s collection. 
The skeleton may also be as¬ 
sembled for display if funds are 
available. 

Engstrom had hoped to 
handle both whales after local 
officials asked for help dealing 
with the rotting carcasses out 
of concerns they could harm 
business in a tourism zone. But 
he said unexpected costs have 
added up. the Canadian press

Veteran who was 
kicked out of bar 
settles complaint 
with police 

A militaiy veteran with post- 
traumatic stress disorder who 
was removed from a bar in 
western Manitoba for having 
a dog at his side has reached 
a settlement with the local 
police force. 

“It’s often misunder¬ 
stood when people have an 
invisible disability,” Patricia 
Knipe, spokeswoman for the 
Manitoba Human Rights 


Commission, said. 

Billy-Jo Nachulc filed a 
complaint with the commis¬ 
sion after an encounter with 
police at the Keystone Motor 
Inn Lounge on April 16, 2011. 

Nachulc said he and a 
friend were in the bar along 
with Nachulc’s service dog, 
Gambler, when he was told 
he had to leave. Nachulc said 
he had certification proving 
that his dog was needed as 
part of his PTSD treatment 
to cope with anxiety, but 
three police officers refused 
to listen to him. He left and, 
according to the report, later 
said he felt “totally degrad¬ 
ed.”

The Calgary Humane Society 
is investigating the circum¬ 
stances at a home in the city’s 
southeast where dozens of 
dogs were seized after con¬ 
cerns were raised for the ani¬ 
mals’ welfare. 

Brad Nichols of the Calgaiy 
Humane Society said they re¬ 
ceived a call from the Calgaiy 
Police Service Tuesday after¬ 
noon after officers were called 
in to check on the welfare of 
a resident living on Addison 
Drive SE in the community of 
Acadia. 

Around 30 to 32 dogs were 
discovered inside the home, ac¬ 
cording to the Calgaiy Humane 
Society. 

“When they entered, they 
found dozens of dogs living in 
unsanitaiy conditions. At this 
point, we’re in the midst of re¬ 
moving the animals,” Nichols 
said. He added that it’s rare to 
come across a home with this 
many dogs inside. 

“I hesitate to call it a hoard¬ 
ing situation but certainly an 
overcrowding concern,” he 
said. Nichols said he’s unsure 



of the homeowner or resident’s 
whereabouts. 

JoAnne Leussinlc, a dog 
trainer, lives two doors down 
from the home and said she 
knows the occupant and has 
competed against her in dog 
shows. 

Leussinlc said she was in¬ 
formed by a man hying to drop 
something off at the home that 
there was a strong odour com¬ 
ing from the house, so Leussinlc 
pushed open the front door, 
which she said was unlocked, 
and she found dogs all over the 
home. 

The Calgaiy Humane Soci¬ 
ety will head the investigation.

Alleged sender of 
ricin letter wants 
plea withdrawn 

A man who pleaded guilty 
to making ricin and send¬ 
ing letters laced with the 
poison to U.S. President 
Barack Obama and other 
officials now wants to with¬ 
draw the plea. 

James Everett Dutschlce 
pleaded guilty in Januaiy 
to sending the tainted 
letters to Obama as well as 
Republican U.S. Sen.

At the sentencing, 
Dutschlce told U.S. District 
Judge Sharion Aycoclc 
that he was innocent and 
wanted a chance to prove 
it.

Feds to strengthen 
oil spill response 

With a decision expected 
next month on the conten¬ 
tious Northern Gateway 
pipeline through British 
Columbia, the federal 
government announced 
new measures Tuesday to 
strengthen its oil spill re¬ 
sponse regime and placate a 
reluctant public. 

Those changes include 
removing a $161-million 
cap on payouts from a 
national oil spill compensa¬ 
tion fund and making the 
entire $400-million fund 
available to cover the costs 
of a marine spill. 

“With these changes, 
Canada will have the most 
robust and comprehensive 
liability and compensation 
system for spills from ships 
anywhere in the world,” 
Transport Minister lisa Raitt 
said in Saint John, N.B. 

“That’s really not good 
enough,” said Art Sterritt, 
executive director of Coast¬ 
al First Nations, a coalition 
of aboriginal communities 
along the north and central 
B.C. coast that opposes the

Rescuers struggled to reach 
more than 200 miners 
trapped underground early 
Wednesday after an explo¬ 
sion and a fire at a coal mine 
in western Turkey killed at 
least 201 workers, author¬ 
ities said, in one of the worst 
mining disasters in Turkish 
history. 

At press time, rescuers 
were struggling to reach 
more than 200 miners still 
trapped inside the coal mine, 
with more than 360 workers 
having been evacuated. 

Authorities say the dis¬ 
aster followed an explosion 
and fire caused by a power 
distribution unit. 

Yildiz said most of the 
deaths were the result of car¬ 
bon monoxide poisoning. 

“Time is working against 
us,” Yildiz had said earlier. 
He said some 400 rescuers 


were involved in the oper¬ 
ation. 

Yildiz said some of the 
workers were 420 metres 
deep inside the mine. 

Television footage 

showed people cheering and 
applauding as some trapped 
workers emerged out of the 
mine, helped by rescuers, 
their faces and hard-hats 
covered in soot. One wiped 
away tears on his jacket, 
another smiled, waved and 
flashed a “thumbs up” sign 
at onlookers. 

Prime Minister Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan postponed 
a one-day visit to Albania 
scheduled for Wednesday 
and planned to visit Soma 
instead. 

The rescue effort was be¬ 
ing hampered by the fact 
that the mine was made up 
of tunnels that were kilo¬ 
metres long, said Cengiz 
Ergun, leader of Manisa 
province, where the town is 
located. 

Hundreds of people gath¬ 
ered outside the mine and 
the hospital in Soma seek¬ 
ing news of their loved ones. 
NTV television said people 
broke into applause as res¬ 
cued workers arrived in 


ambulances. Interviewed by 
Dogan news agency, some 
complained about the lack 
of information from state 
and company officials about 
the situation of the trapped 
workers. 

Police set up fences and 
stood guard around Soma 
state hospital to keep the 
crowds away. 

SOMA Komur Isletmeleri 
A.S., which owns the mine, 
confirmed that a number of 
its workers were killed but 
would not give a specific 
figure. It said the accident 
occurred despite the “high¬ 
est safety measures and con¬ 
stant controls” and added 
that an investigation was be¬ 
ing launched. 

“Our main priority is to 
get our workers out so that 
they may be reunited with 
their loved ones,” the com¬ 
pany said in a statement. 

Mining accidents are 
common in Turkey, which is 
plagued by poor safety con¬ 
ditions. 

Turkey’s worst mining 
disaster was a 1992 gas ex¬ 
plosion that killed 263 work¬ 
ers near the Black Sea port of 
Zonguldalc.

Terror suspect 
waits for ruling 
to clarify his fate 

The fate of terror suspect 
Mohamed Harkat — and 
the controversial secur¬ 
ity certificate system 
being used to deport him 
— will become clearer 
Wednesday when the 
Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada issues a long-awaited 
ruling. 

But the Ottawa man’s 
case has taken so many 
twists and turns over the 
last dozen years that the 
end of the road may still 
be some way off. 

The high court will 
rule on the constitution¬ 
ality of the certificate 
regime, a rarely used 
means of removing 
non-citizens suspected of 
involvement in extrem¬ 
ism or espionage. 

It is also slated to 
decide crucial issues 
related to evidence in 
the certificate case of 
Harkat, an Algerian refu¬ 
gee accused of terrorist 
ties.

Bill C-32. Ombudsman 
urges Tories to strengthen 
bill of rights for victims 


The federal ombudsman for 
crime victims wants the Harper 
government’s proposed victims 
bill of rights strengthened. 

Sue O’Sullivan says the 
present legislation, Bill C-32, is 
welcome, but a few well-chosen 
amendments before it becomes 
law would do more to help 
people affected by crime. 

“The introduction of a vic¬ 
tims bill of rights marks a sig¬ 
nificant cultural shift in Canada 
towards a system that recogniz¬ 
es the important role that vic¬ 
tims have to play and that more 
fully considers and integrates 
victims into Canada’s criminal 
justice system,” O’Sullivan said. 

“That being said, the 
bill fails to fully address the 
breadth and depth of victims’ 
needs and concerns. As the bill 
moves through the parliament- 
aiy process, I will be pushing 
for further change to strength¬ 
en the bill and I encourage all 
Canadians to do the same.” 

Her office had presented a 
sheaf of suggestions for inclu¬ 
sion in the legislation. 

“When you look at some of

the recommendations, we had 
almost 30 recommendations 
and I would say just about half 
were met either in whole or 
partially, but we still have work 
to do.” 

For instance, the bill leaves 
it to victims to enforce restitu¬ 
tion orders against wrongdoers. 

O’Sullivan argued that resti¬ 
tution orders are part of a crim¬ 
inal’s sentence and should be 
enforced by the authorities, not 
by victims going to civil court.

Appearing in a 
makeshift courtroom 
in Lac-Megantic, three 
accused men posted 
bail and were released 


Three men arrested in the 
Lac-Megantic train disaster 
were released Tuesday after 
being arraigned on 47 char¬ 
ges of criminal negligence 
causing death. 

Thomas Harding, Jean 
Demaitre and Richard Labrie 
each had to post $15,000 bail 
after appearing in a make¬ 
shift courtroom in Lac-Me¬ 
gantic. 

They were then freed on 
various conditions pend¬ 
ing their next court appear¬ 
ance on Sept. 11. They can’t 
change their address and 
can’t work in the rail indus- 
tiy without proper super¬ 
vision. 

Forty-seven people were 
killed after a runaway train 
carrying crude oil derailed 


in Lac-Megantic in the wee 
hours of last July 6 before it 
exploded. 

Harding had completed 
his shift as the train’s engin¬ 
eer earlier that evening and 
left the train unattended to 
sleep at a local inn. 

The Crown has identified 
Labrie, 55, as the railway 
traffic controller and De¬ 
maitre, 50, as the manager of 
train operations. 

The insolvent Montreal, 
Maine and Atlantic Railway 
faces the same criminal char¬ 
ges. 

Earlier on Tuesday, Har¬ 
ding’s lawyer blasted as 
“brutal” the manner in which 
they stormed into his client’s 
residence to arrest him. 

“ft was the kind of ar¬ 
rest you would do for some 
heavily armed Hells Angel,” 
said Thomas Walsh. “Basic¬ 
ally, the whole SWAT squad 
was there to arrest one guy 
who has been living in the 
same place since this tra¬ 
gedy happened ... They are 
just killing a mouse with 
a cannon,” Walsh said.

The Conservatives have used 
their majority muscle in the 
House of Commons to pass a 
controversial bill that makes 
sweeping changes to election 
laws. 

Bill C-23, dubbed the Fair 
Elections Act, passed by a 
vote of 146 to 123. 

The bill was virtually uni¬ 
versally panned by electoral 
experts when it was first 
introduced and it has been a 
controversial piece of legisla¬ 
tion. 

The Harper government 
modified or removed some 
of the most contentious pro¬ 
visions — including backing 
down on plans to eliminate 
vouching, muzzle the chief 
electoral officer and create 
a loophole that would allow 
rich, established parties to 
spend untold millions more 
during election campaigns. 

But the changes weren’t 
enough to mollify opposition 
parties. The bill now moves to 
the Conservative-dominated 
Senate for approval.

A Nigerian government of¬ 
ficial said “all options are 
open” in efforts to rescue 
almost 300 abducted school¬ 
girls from their captors as 
U.S. reconnaissance aircraft 
started flying over the West 
African country in a search 
effort. 

According to a senior de¬ 
fence official in Washington, 
the U.S. is using a manned 
MC-12 surveillance aircraft, 
which is based in Niger, to 
conduct missions in Nigeria.

Ukraine skeptical about 
plan pushed by Germany

Germany’s foreign minister 
tried to broker quick talks 
between Ukraine’s central 
government and pro-Russia 
separatists. However, Ukraine 
remained skeptical Tuesday 
as fighting claimed six more 
lives in the restive east. 

Six Ukrainian servicemen 
were ambushed and killed 
and eight others wounded 
Tuesday afternoon outside the 
town of Kramatorslc, which is 
in the Donetsk region, one of 
two in eastern Ukraine that 
declared independence on 
Monday. They were attacked 
by at least 30 insurgents 
using grenade launchers and 
automatic weapons. 

The plan laid out by the 
Organization for Security and 
Co-operation in Europe, a 
trans-Atlantic security group, 
calls on all sides to refrain 
from violence and urges am¬ 
nesty for those involved in 
the unrest as well as talks 
on decentralization and the 
status of the Russian lan¬ 
guage. 

But Ukrainian officials 
sounded skeptical Tuesday 
about the OSCE plan. Speak¬ 
ing in Brussels, acting Prime 
Minister Arseniy Yatsenyuk 


thanked the OSCE but said 
Ukraine has drawn up its own 
“road map” for ending the 
crisis and noted the people of 
his countiy should settle the 
issue themselves. 

Russia, meanwhile, called 
Tuesday for a swift imple¬ 
mentation of the OSCE plan, 
saying its demand to end vio¬ 
lence means that Kyiv should 
stop its militaiy operation 
to recapture buildings in the 
east, lift its blockade of cit¬ 


ies and towns, pull its forces 
from eastern regions and re¬ 
lease all insurgents. It added 
that it expects separatists in 
Ukraine’s Donetsk and Lu- 
hanslc regions to respond in 
kind if Kyiv does. 

Yevhen Perebiynis, spokes¬ 
man for the Ukrainian for¬ 
eign ministry, lamented Tues¬ 
day that the OSCE deal does 
not specifically oblige Russia 
to do anything.

Trucks struck. Yemeni 
military jet strike kills 
suspected militants 


A Yemeni military jet struck 
three trucks packed with 
weapons in a restive south¬ 
ern region on Tuesday, kill¬ 
ing eight people including 
suspected al-Qaida militants, 
militaiy and local officials 
said. 

The trucks were moving 
arms and ammunition, in¬ 
cluding artilleiy equipment, 
from Shabwa to Marib gov- 
ernorate, where al-Qaida mil¬ 
itants have been retreating 
after the militaiy drove them 
from nearby strongholds, 
militaiy officials said. Three 
of those killed are the drivers 
of the trucks, while the rest 
are thought to be al-Qaida 


fighters, they said. 

The strike comes amid 
an ongoing offensive by the 
army in southern cities and 
towns, which has led to the 
killing and capture of dozens 
of al-Qaida suspects. 

The ministiy said that 
dozens of suspected mil¬ 
itants have been killed or 
captured over the past three 
weeks, as troops and allied 
tribal fighters seized a string 
of al-Qaida-held areas along 
a 100-kilometre stretch of 
highway snaking through 
the rugged desert moun¬ 
tains of the south, starting 
from the Mahfad region.

Protesters demand fat 
control therapy for all 


Weight pain. Minister

Criticism of the Ministry of 
Health reached a new level this 
week as two more advocacy 
groups joined calls for the min¬ 
istry to begin funding an effect¬ 
ive anti-obesity treatment that 
has been commercially avail¬ 
able for more than a decade. 

Healthy Weight Canada and 
End Obesity Now say that the 
ministry is denying Canadians 
access to what they consider a 
life-saving treatment. 

Canada continues to deny 
health care coverage for Zapo- 
nectin, an injectable hormone 
therapy that controls appe¬ 
tite, boosts metabolism and 


promotes weight loss. It also 
protects against glucose intoler¬ 
ance and insulin resistance — 
two conditions that are precur¬ 
sors to adult-onset diabetes. 

Cost for the initial and fol¬ 
low-up treatments can reach 
over $250,000 — an amount 
out of reach for many of the pa¬ 
tients who need it most. 

Over the years, the ministry 
has argued Zaponectin is a non- 
essential treatment, falling into 
the alternative therapy and cos¬ 
metic categoiy. 

“Obesity is a lifestyle 
choice,” said Marcus Aarles, 
minister of health and long¬ 
term care for the ruling Newer 
Democratic Party. 

Aarles has repeatedly come 
under criticism for the hard 
line he has taken in refusing to 
fund the treatment, especially 
when, earlier this year, The 
American Republic agreed to 
add Zaponectin as an approved 
and funded medical treatment. 

The drug first appeared on 
the market in 2053 and was 
immediately adopted by the

wealthy as a way to maintain 
svelte physiques. The treat¬ 
ment stimulates the produc¬ 
tion of adiponectin, a hormone 
secreted from fat cells. In an 
individual of healthy weight, 
adiponectin stimulates metab¬ 
olism, protects against cellular 
damage and controls appetite. 
However, as a person becomes 
obese, their body stops produ¬ 
cing the hormone. 

“It is not the duty of the gov¬ 
ernment to fund treatments 
that help people look better in 
bikinis,” Aarles said at the time. 

“It’s terrifying that the 
man making important deci¬ 
sions about our health care 
has such a prejudiced view of 


those suffering from obesity,” 
said Anne Pechlof, director of 
End Obesity Now, a group that 
works to promote healthy body 
weight through gene and hor¬ 
mone therapy. 

On Tuesday, Pechlof led a 
group of more than 100 pro¬ 
testers to Parliament Hill, de¬ 
manding that the government 
immediately begin funding 
Zaponectin. “In 2064, it’s a dis¬ 
grace that people are dying of 
tum-of-the-centuiy ailments 
like cardiovascular disease and 
diabetes. The Newer Democrat¬ 
ic Party government doesn’t 
take a long-term view with this 
treatment,” said Pechlof. 

“If more people had ac¬ 



cess to 
Zaponec¬ 
tin, we 
would 
elimin¬ 
ate the 
need to 
treat obes¬ 
ity-related 
ailments.” 

Aarles, 
however 
maintains 
the respon¬ 
sibility for one’s 
health lies with the 
individual. “Time 
and again, we see that 
a healthy diet and exer¬ 
cise are all that’s needed to 
avoid many of these diseases. 
The government refuses to 
burden the taxpayer with the 
mistakes of people who have 
no self-control.” 

“We aren’t asking for this 
to look good,” said Pechlof at 
the rally. “We are asking for 
this to even the playing field be¬ 
tween rich and poor. Not only 
are those who can’t afford this

Ford found. Former Toronto mayor 
resurfaces after half a century in hiding 


Former Toronto mayor Rob 
Ford came out of hiding Tues¬ 
day, a half centuiy after he 
disappeared amid the biggest 
scandal of that era. 

In 2014, Ford left Toronto 
in the middle of his re-election 
campaign to seek help for his 
drug and alcohol use after he 
was caught on numerous vid¬ 
eos making derogatoiy com¬ 
ments about women and min¬ 
orities. 

Ford did not return by elec¬ 
tion day. As time went by, his 
brother, Coun. Doug Ford, con¬ 
tinued to refuse to identify the 
rehab facility Ford was at for 
treatment, and theories about 
his whereabouts multiplied. 

In late 2016, the media 
frenzy over Ford’s whereabouts 
reached a fever pitch over a sus¬ 
pected Ford sighting in the On¬ 


tario wilderness, but it turned 
out to be a balding bear. 

Today, “Ford Truthers” con¬ 
tinue to promote the idea that 
Ford’s candidacy was a left- 
wing conspiracy engineered to 
make conservatives look bad 
and claim that Rob Ford — and 
in fact the whole Ford family— 
were only ever actors. 

In the age of blanket surveil¬ 
lance, most observers conclud¬ 
ed that with no reputable sight¬ 
ing of him in all these years, he 
must have died. 

However Ford, alive, well 
and remarkably fit for a 
97-year-old, shocked eveiy- 
one Tuesday when he called 
an unexpected press confer¬ 
ence. He revealed that he’s 
been at a yoga retreat on a 
remote island off B.C. for the 
last five decades, one of the 


few places the electronic eyes 
of the government and the 
press neglected to watch. 

“Namaste, maggots,” he 
said, in his first media scrum in 
50 years. “Yoga is amazing. It 
reminds me of football camp. 
Kind of like the Washington 
Redskins camp I went to as a 
kid.” 

Following a period of med¬ 
ically supervised detox back 
in 2014, Ford turned to yoga 
therapy to work through his 
mental health issues. After 
finding he was no longer 
angry with his political op¬ 
ponents, he had no desire to 
return to politics, he said. 

“I’ve been working out 
like an animal,” he said. 
“Those yogi, they really work 
at their downward dogs.”

UN mulling over a 
ban on 'killer robots’

People should have some say 
over the results that pop up 
when they conduct a vanity 
search online, Europe’s highest 
court said Tuesday 

In a landmark decision, The 
Court of Justice of the European 
Union said Google must listen 
and sometimes comply when 
individuals ask the Internet 
search giant to remove links to 
newspaper articles or websites 
containing personal informa¬ 
tion. 

Campaigners say the ruling 
effectively backs individual pri¬ 
vacy rights over the freedom of 
information. 

In an advisoiy judgment 
stemming from a lawsuit 
against Google that will affect 
all search engines, including 
Yahoo and Microsoft’s Bing, the 
court said a search on a person’s 
name yields a results page that 
amounts to an individual pro¬ 
file, one that a person has some 
right to control over under Euro¬ 
pean privacy laws. As such, the 
court said people should be able 
to ask to have links to private 
information removed. That’s 


true even when a non-Google 
website is still hosting the infor¬ 
mation. 

In the ruling, the court said 
people “may address such a re¬ 
quest directly to the operator of 
the search engine... which must 
then duly examine its merits.” 
In addition, it said search en¬ 
gines must weigh “the legitim¬ 
ate interest of Internet users 
potentially interested in hav¬ 
ing access to that information” 
against the right to privacy and 
protection of personal data. 

When an agreement can’t 
be reached, the Luxembourg- 
based court said the matter can 
be referred to a local judge or 
regulator. 

The decision came as a sur¬ 
prise since it went counter to 
the advice the court received 
from its own top lawyer last 
year. The European court be¬ 
came involved after a Spanish 
appeals court asked for its opin¬ 
ion in 200 pending cases. Initial¬ 
ly billed as a test of “the right 
to be forgotten,” the impact of 
Tuesday’s wider ruling could be 
far and wide, the associated press

Diplomats urged the adoption 
of new international laws Tues¬ 
day that could govern or out¬ 
right forbid the use of killer ro¬ 
bots if the technology becomes 
reality someday. 

At the first United Nations 
meeting devoted to the subject, 
representatives began trying to 
define the limits and respon¬ 
sibilities of so-called lethal au¬ 
tonomous weapons systems 
that could go beyond human- 
directed drones already being 
used by some armies today. 

“All too often international 
law only responds to atrocities 
and suffering once it has hap¬ 
pened,” Michael Moeller, act¬ 


ing head of the UN’s European 
headquarters in Geneva, told 
diplomats at the start of the 
four-day gathering. “You have 
the opportunity to take pre¬ 
emptive action and ensure that 
the ultimate decision to end life 


remains firmly under human 
control.” 

He noted that the UN treaty 
they were meeting to discuss 
— the Convention on Certain 
Conventional Weapons adopt¬ 
ed by 117 nations including the 


world’s major powers — was 
used before to prohibit the use 
of blinding laser weapons in 
the 1990s before they were ever 
deployed on the battlefield, and 
this “serves as an example.”

Xscape. Second 
posthumous album 
from the King of Pop 
updates eight tracks 
that he almost finished 
during his lifetime 


The response to Michael 
Jackson’s first album from 
beyond the grave, 2010’s Mi¬ 
chael, was so universally hos¬ 
tile one wonders why the late 
King of Pop’s estate and Epic 
Records would dare go the 
posthumous route again. 

Actually, scratch that: We 
know why they’ve dared go 


there again. Nearly five years 
on from his death at 50 on 
June 25, 2009, Jackson re¬ 
mains a fairly surefire money¬ 
maker. 

The 2009 tour documen¬ 
tary, This Is It, did strong 
business; there have been 
two hugely successful Cirque 
du Soleil productions mount¬ 
ed in the late singer’s honour, 
and even the execrable Mi¬ 
chael — an album of scraps 
so insulting to Jackson’s 
legacy that his own family 
questioned whether it was ac¬ 
tually Michael singing on the 
thing — managed to log plat¬ 
inum sales in 18 countries. 

This time, the tactic has 
been to “contemporize” eight 
tracks that Jackson left lying 


around in close to complete 
form during his lifetime 
under the guidance of execu¬ 
tive producer Timbaland and 
Epic Records head L.A. Reid. 

One rule, according to 
Xscape’s liner notes, was that 
they had to contain Jackson’s 
vocals “from top to bottom” 
so the listener would hear 
the songs as he wanted them 
sung, not Franlcensteined 
together from half a dozen 
different demos. 

The new versions are re¬ 
spectfully handled by Timbo 
and a couple of other studio 
heavyweights — Rodney Jer¬ 
kins on Xscape, StarGate on A 
Place With No Name — and 
are, on the whole, actually 
rather good.

Montreal duo, who 
blend disco, rock and 
funk with humour, say 
album title is meant 
to be provocative 


Sitting a few feet in front of 
Toronto’s Danforth Music 
Hall stage — which features 
a keyboard perched atop plas¬ 
tic high-heeled female legs — 
Chromeo’s Dave Macklovitch 
steers a conversation about 
the Montreal duo’s new al¬ 
bum into a discussion about 
the persistent female im¬ 
agery in their music. 

It’s natural, really, given 
that the title of their just- 
released album is White 
Women. Although that refer¬ 
ences a 1976 book by late Ger¬ 
man fashion photographer 
Helmut Newton, Chromeo 
gravitated toward the name 
for its potential to provoke. 

Macklovitch said he had 
to sell that title to partner 
Patrick Gemayel. They were 
both “very hesitant,” but ul¬ 
timately decided that it had 
the iconic flair of an old Roxy 
Music, David Bowie or Van 
Halen record. 

Though they intended to 
raise eyebrows, Maklovitch 
is eager to confront the no¬ 
tion that the Juno-nominated 
outfit — which blends disco, 
yacht rock and funk with 
goofy-hearted humour — is 
sexist to any degree. 

“I feel like people who 
view our visual language as 
objectifying are taking it too 
literally — because what we 
reference is not the concept 
of women, it’s an era and an 
atmosphere,” he said during a 
recent interview. 

“Our iconography 
doesn’t refer to actual female 


legs to say that the legs are 
pretty when they’re skinny 
and you should chop them off 
and put a keyboard on top, 
because that would be really 
offensive even to us. It refers 
to a whole atmosphere: late 
’70s, early ’80s, erotic, kind of 
soft rock.” 

The title, Macklovitch 
says, works on multiple lev¬ 
els. “It’s highbrow and low¬ 
brow,” he added. 


It’s the sort of contra¬ 
dictory balance Chromeo 
has always tried to strike. 
Similarly, the duo is simul¬ 
taneously retro and modern, 
slick and gawkish, arrogant 
and neurotic, goofy and yet 
determined to build a cata¬ 
logue that stands up to those 
of their musical heroes. 

That ambition is especially 
obvious on White Women, an 
album they worried over for 


two years, packed with guest 
stars (including Solange, Toro 
Y Moi and Vampire Week¬ 
end’s Ezra Koenig) and sleek 
mini-epics that discard the 
careful brevity of previous 
records. 

“We had a lot to prove,” 
said Macklovitch, seated next 
to Gemayel. “Everything’s 
harder on album No. 4. But 
for a lot of bands, sometimes 
that’s when the accomplished

version of the band appears.” 

Their comedic lyrics again 
offer an arch look at relation¬ 
ships, and again Macklovitch 
balances smug shtick with 
funny admissions of self¬ 
doubt. Insecurity is a persis¬ 
tent lyrical theme, on groovy 
single Jealous (I Ain’t With It), 
Over Your Shoulder and Sexy 
Socialite. 

“There’s gotta be juxta¬ 
position,” Macklovitch said. 
“Because a song like Over 
Your Shoulder, for instance, 
when you hear the music, it’s 
normally very Playboy, Barry 
White stuff. So we decided to 
make it a feminist anthem.” 

“I’m sure tons of singer/ 
songwriters have touched 
that subject but never on 
our type of music,” Gemayel 
piped in. “Two guys that look 
like us and sound like us.” 

“We started out on Needy 
Girl — we had a dance track 
about someone being annoy¬ 
ing,” Macklovitch added, ref¬ 
erencing their breakthrough 
2004 single. “That was always 
our blueprint.” 

When the pair emerged 
a decade ago, many critics 
figured their obsession with 
then-unfashionable influ¬ 
ences — blue-eyed soul and 
disco, performing on sleazy 
synths and tallcboxes — was 
intended as winking irony. 

Those attitudes have grad¬ 
ually evolved, to the point 
where Daft Punk’s disco-in¬ 
debted throwback Random 
Access Memories was seren¬ 
aded as album of the year at 
January’s Grammy Awards. 


Students of musical his¬ 
tory that they are — and 
indeed, during a 20-minute 
interview the pair variously 
digresses into dissections of 
ZZ Top, Kanye West, Led Zep¬ 
pelin, the Red Hot Chili Pep¬ 
pers and Death Grips — the 
members of Chromeo look at 
the critical rehabilitation of 
artists like Hall & Oates and 
see something resembling a 
legacy. 

“We take credit for that,” 
Macklovitch said matter-of- 
factly. “Daryl (Hall) gives us 
credit for that, us and other 
groups. We went to war for 
a lot of groups that were un¬ 
fairly dismissed, booted out 
of the ’70s and ’80s canon for 
no reason — for racist rea¬ 
sons. Because they were do¬ 
ing black music or they were 
black. Black dance music has 
been vilified from its incep¬ 
tion and more so in the ’80s 
with the ‘disco sucks’ thing. 
It’s been institutionalized ra¬ 
cism.” 

“Somehow the excuse is 
that it’s not musical because 
there’s drum machines and 
synthesizers,” Gemayel said. 
“But you know, new wave 
music is full of really cold 
synths and drum machines, 
and that was intellectual- 
ized way more than Cameo 
or Midnight Star. So it’s truly 
unfair to us.” 

“We went to war for that,” 
Macklovitch repeated. “And 
it’s great that now it’s turning 
around. That was our cause, 
in a strange way.”

Expect some changes 
in the dynamics on the team, 
but Boreanaz assures us that,

with Bones’ practical style. 
“(Bones) does not care for the 
way she guesses about things 
and makes assumptions,” 
says Deschanel.

In April 2014 a Totaljobs.com 
survey of over 8,000 job seek¬ 
ers found that seven out of 10 
respondents feel today’s em¬ 
ployers expect them to be more 
qualified than ever before. 

To meet those expectations, 
80 per cent of the survey par¬ 
ticipants said they would be up 
for taking a training course if it 
led to more job offers. 

In spite of the obvious con¬ 
venience factor and other pos¬ 
sible cost savings, only half (49 
per cent) of those job seekers 
confirmed they would prefer 
to complete that professional 
development training online, 
rather than on campus or in a 
traditional classroom setting. 


Barrier: Time 


Time and project manage¬ 
ment is a challenge for most 
of us. 


• When life gets hectic, 
without a face-to-face 
instructor cracking the 
proverbial whip, it's 
ridiculously easy for online 
course commitments to 
drift to the bottom of your 
to-do list. 


• Solution: Verify expecta¬ 
tions for time-on-task 
before signing up for 
an online course, and 
immediately transfer all 
deadlines to your regular 
weekly schedule. Block off 
periods for online study 
time and treat that time as 
an inflexible appointment 
you cannot miss. 


Apparently online learning 
isn’t for eveiyone. And there’s 
plenty of research to support 
that claim. 

A case in point: a 2013 study 
by the University of Pennsylva¬ 
nia Graduate School of Educa¬ 
tion followed the activity of 
about one million online adult 
learners to track their progress 
in a series of free post-second- 
aiy web courses. 

The result? Researchers 
found that course completion 
rates were an abysmal four per 
cent. Would the attrition rates 
for free or paid professional 
development or certification 
courses be any better? 

Considering these studies 
and statistics, if three quarters 
of job seekers believe they need 
extra professional develop¬ 
ment to secure a good employ¬ 
ment position, and frilly half of 
them would be willing to study 
online, it’s critically important 
to confirm that candidates are 
well-suited to succeed in an 
online training classroom. Be¬ 
cause job seekers, of all people, 
don’t have time or money to 
waste. 

So what keeps adult learn¬ 
ers from sticking with and suc¬ 
ceeding in online courses and 
job training? 

Barrier: Motivation 

It can be surprisingly difficult 
to stay on-taslc, enthusiastic, 
and interested when studying 
online and independently. To 
this end, unless the content is 
genuinely of interest and pre¬ 
sented in a dynamic and easy- 
to-understand format, you may 
find your attention waning, 
while deadlines get missed. 

Solution: Take the course 
with a study-buddy, or form 
an independent study group to 
help keep each other on track 
for timely progress and course 
completion. 

Barrier: Isolation 

Eveiyone has a preferred learn¬ 
ing style. 

If you’re a sociable person 
who prefers group work and 
class discussions, an on-de¬ 
mand, asynchronous (at your 
own pace, no required meet¬ 
ings), e-correspondence style 
course isn’t likely to be a good 


fit. 

However, today it’s easy to 
find “online learning social 
communities which cater to 
all learning styles, all skill sets 
and personalities, native abil¬ 
ities and educational needs,” 
observes career expert Meghan 
M. Biro in Forbes. You just need 
to find your niche. 

Solution: Do some Googling to 


discover training that is social- 
by-design, that includes oppor¬ 
tunities for online discussion, 
five webinars, delivers frequent 
instructor or peer feedback, 
or uses social media to create 
cohesion and community be¬ 
tween participants

Cultural confusion. 

Being aware of 
potentially problematic 
assumptions can halt 
harmful workplace 
situations before they 
happen

We all know that Canadian 
workplaces are as diverse as 
they come. And we’re proud 
of it, too. But that doesn’t 
necessarily mean the office 
is exempt from cultural bias. 

In fact, it creeps up all 
the time, according to Daria 
Kowalylc, a diversity and in¬ 
clusion expert. “We all have 


biases,” Kowalylc says. “Bias¬ 
es are shaped by all of our 
experiences, our upbring¬ 
ing, culture, the conversa¬ 
tions we’ve had and where 
we’ve travelled. 

“Each one of us is con¬ 
sciously or unconsciously 
biased about something, 
someone, or a group of 
people.” 

Kowalylc runs a new 
training program for On¬ 
tario employers, funded by 
the Ministry of Citizenship 
and Immigration and the 
Human Resources Profes¬ 
sionals Association. Its pur¬ 
pose is to help companies 
become more culturally 
aware and competent. 

Eye contact at work is a 
common example that holds 
potential bias, Kowalylc 
claims. 

In mainstream culture 


in North America, main¬ 
taining eye contact is a form 
of showing interest and en¬ 
gagement. If you don’t keep 
eye contact, it could signal 
that you’re disinterested. 
“But in a lot of different cul¬ 
tures, not maintaining eye 
contact actually is a sign of 
respect for the individual,” 
says Kowalylc. “People who 
may not know of that may 


make an assumption about 
people’s eye contact.” 

Same thing goes for 
handshaking. In Canada, it’s 
common to meet and greet 
people with a handshake. 
But according to Kowalylc, 
people in some cultures 
don’t do so because of reli¬ 
gious or health concerns. 
Usha George, dean of the 
faculty of community ser¬ 


vices at Ryerson University 
notes biases can be silent 
and invisible. 

“The problem with cul¬ 
tural bias is you can’t detect 
it that often, fast, clearly, 
or that openly,” she says. 
“You can foster or even have 
damning opinions about 
people and their cultures, 
but if you don’t articulate 
that in spoken word or in 


your behaviour, there’s no 
way of knowing that this 
person is really biased.” 

According to George, it’s 
important to take note of 
biases because it can affect 
people. 

“Depending on the sever¬ 
ity of it, it could very well 
be a toxic workplace for the 
individual.” 

George notes that she 
has even witnessed extreme 
cases of cultural bias, lead¬ 
ing to discrimination and ra¬ 
cism. She says this can go on 
to affect the mental well-be¬ 
ing of individuals. However, 
if you’ve ever had a cultur¬ 
ally biased thought pop into 
your head, don’t beat your¬ 
self up about it. 

“Bias is part of human 
nature, so I wouldn’t think 
that it’s impossible not to 
have it,” George said. “But if 
you take it for granted and 
say it does not exist, and 
don’t pay attention, it will 
still be there and will in¬ 
crease.” 


Battling bias 


Daria Kowalyk says there 
are quick, initial steps 
that employers can take 
to make their workplace 
more culturally competent, 
including: 


• Becoming aware of 
important dates and 
religious holidays for all 
staff members. 


• For restaurant outings 
or catered food events, 
make sure the menu ac¬ 
commodates everybody 
(vegans, vegetarians, 
gluten allergies, etc.). 


• Hold a “holiday” event 
instead of a “Christmas” 
event.

THE DESERT

The severe market crash 
in October 2008 changed 
my life. I started running 
to regain my health, both 
emotional and physical. 


Shortly after I took my 
first steps, I ran the Gobi 
March in China in June 
’09, followed by the Ata¬ 
cama Crossing in Chile in 
*10 and the Sahara Race in 
Egypt in ’ll. In this post, I 
share a lesson about life, 
learned from the desert. 

Taking on a difficult project 
will bring its share of ups 
and downs. To get to the fin¬ 
ish line fastest, it is impera¬ 
tive to rapidly bounce back 
from the downs to minimize 
loss of momentum. And 


although it is counterintui¬ 
tive, sometimes we need to 
increase our burden in order 
to lighten up. 

As I prepared to race 
the Gobi March, I became 
obsessed with what I would 
carry with me. In these 
events, runners must carry 
between 20-25 pounds on 
their backs: food, clothing, 
and sleeping gear, and a 
medical kit to meet safety 
standards. 

The bulk of the weight 
is “fuel,” the food that must 
deliver each runner in 


excess of 2,000 calories per 
day. In the Gobi, I probably 
spent 50 hours thinking 
about which foods would 
go into my pack. My final 
choices were calculated to 
extract the highest energy 
output for the lowest pos¬ 
sible weight. 

As I would discover, 
maximizing output is more 
than just a numbers game. 
Running the Gobi taught me 
how indulging in small lux¬ 
uries can lead to a better end 
result. This lesson came into 
play in my subsequent races 


in the Atacama and Sahara, 
where my small indulgences 
would get me through the 
rough parts. 

Although bulky and 
heavy, I carried two bottles 
of champagne totalling six 
pounds, and cigars so I could 
complete each day with a 
toast and invite others to my 
little desert party.

The Toyota Camry is North 
America’s top-selling passen¬ 
ger car by volume, and it’s 
not hard to see why. It hits 
a combination of roominess, 
performance, and price that 
buyers look for in the midsize 
sedan segment. 

The Camry comes with a 
2.5-litre four-cylinder engine, 
making 178 horsepower, 
starting at $23,750 (MSRP) 
and moving through three 
trim lines to a high of $30,560. 

I drove the optional 3.5-litre 
V6 engine, which makes 268 
horsepower. It comes in two 
trim levels; my SE V6 tester, 
starting at $29,810, and the 
XLE V6 at $33,625. 

Although slightly less 
fuel-efficient than some of 
its V6-equipped competitors, 
the Camry delivers linear ac¬ 
celeration, plenty of passing 
power at highway speeds, 
and smooth shifts from its 
six-speed automatic transmis¬ 


sion. 

The steering is light and 
the car is easy to manoeuvre; 
overall, it’s a pleasant car to 
drive. It’s also quiet, with 
a smooth ride that handles 
bumps quite well. 

The exterior styling is a bit 
dull, but the interior is hand¬ 
some, with controls that are 
easy to reach and use. There’s 
lots of small-item space, in¬ 
cluding a covered cubby in 
the centre stack that hides 
the USB port and charging 
outlet, so you can plug in 


your devices and keep them 
away from prying eyes. 

Every trim line includes 
a backup camera, Bluetooth 
wireless streaming, cruise 
control and heated mirrors, 
and everything except the 
base four-cylinder LE model 
comes with a navigation sys¬ 
tem, satellite radio, garage 
door opener, power driver’s 
seat, and fog lamps. My tester 
included a premium package 
that adds leather heated seats 
and suede-like upholstery, 
and a blind spot monitoring 


system that warns if another 
vehicle is alongside when 
you’re changing lanes. 

The seats are comfortable 
and supportive, and there’s 
good legroom in the back. 
The rear chairs fold down 
to open a pass-through from 
the trunk, but they don’t fall 
completely flat. 

Stayed tuned for 2015; The 
Camry will keep its engines 
and basic platform, but will 
sport completely new styling 
that will be bolder than what 
you’ve seen before.

The second-generation Mit¬ 
subishi Outlander was recently 
replaced by a new model for 
2014, effectively moving the 
model fully into used cross¬ 
over territoiy.

The test drive 


Confirm all power windows 
are working properly, and can 
go up and down fully a few 
times in near silence without 
any grinding, clicking or bind¬ 
ing noticed. Some owners of 
earlier models complain of 
power windows that stick, 
bind or even fall out of their 
tracks. 

Check for proper air condi¬ 
tioner operation, noting that 
some owners have complained 
of premature failure of one or 
more air conditioner compon¬ 
ents that left the system in¬ 
operative. 

If the model you’re check¬ 
ing out has the automatic 
transmission/V6 combination, 
note that difficulty or an inabil¬ 
ity to shift out of park is typ¬ 
ically caused by a faulty bralce-

pedal switch or solenoid in the 
gear shifter itself. These parts 
were updated in later Outland¬ 
er models to address the issue, 
and aren’t terribly problematic 
to fix if they are acting up. 

For maximum peace of 
mind, have a dealer mechanic 
check for drive axle wear, worn 
out wheel-bearings and engine 
oil leaks.

Bye-bye, miles per 
gallon. Gas-based

Miles per gallon (MPG), and 
its eccentric metric cousin, 
“litres per 100 1cm,” were de¬ 
signed primarily to measure 
gasoline consumption. 

But now that we’re using 
other sources of energy, like 
diesel, ethanol blends, nat¬ 
ural gas, and electricity, these 
gasoline-derived terms have 
lost some of their relevancy, 
and will continue to do so. 

They will continue to hang 
around, however, because 
like this crazy, creeping vine 
we have in the backyard, they 
have a substantial root struc¬ 
ture. As such, they have be¬ 
come the reference point. 

Take for example, what 
the U.S. Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency (EPA) came 
up with, to help custom¬ 
ers understand electric car 
“fuel efficiency” — some¬ 
thing called miles per gal¬ 
lon equivalent, or MPGe for 
short. 

The EPA’s formula for 
establishing this says 33.7 
kilowatt-hours of electricity 
are equivalent to one (US) 
gallon of gasoline. The for¬ 
mula can be transferred to 
metric, to get Le/100 1cm. 
The Canadian Nissan Leaf, for 
example, is rated at 1.9/2.3 
Le/100 1cm (city/highway). 

Does that work for you? It 
doesn’t work for me. 

It certainly feels like it’s 
stretching the descriptive 
powers of MPG and L/100 1cm. 

It’s like putting a small 
T-shirt on a standard schnau- 
zer: It does the job, yes, but 
it’s tight and the schnauzer is 
not happy. 

MPG and L/100 1cm are 
even having a hard time with 
the gasoline thing. Many 
consumers these days com¬ 
plain that their real-world 
fuel efficiencies rarely match 


those advertised by the auto¬ 
makers. 

Natural Resources Canada 
is addressing some of this. 
The ministry demands that 
manufacturers adhere to new 
and expanded fuel-testing 
protocols starting with 2015 
model-year vehicles. Unlike 
previously, the vehicles will 
also go through cold cycles, 
air-conditioning cycles, high¬ 
speed cycles, and quick accel¬ 
eration cycles. 

But confusing things on the 
mileage front is all the etha¬ 
nol the petroleum companies 
are putting in our gasoline. 
Each province determines if 
it wants renewable content in 
its transportation fuel and at 
what percentage, but the fuel 
companies are federally regu¬ 
lated to have at least five per 
cent average national ethanol 
content in their fuels. 

They’re apt to put more in, 
because ethanol is cheaper 
than gasoline. 

Ethanol may be cleaner, 
but it has less energy per 
volume, so fuel economy suf¬ 
fers. The signs at the pumps 
in Ontario usually say some¬ 
thing like, “May contain 
up to 10 per cent ethanol.” 
Translation: Consumers 

have no way of knowing 
how much ethanol is in their 
tanks. (FYI, diesel contains 
more energy per volume 
than gasoline.) 

Maybe one day we’ll have 
an energy detector on our 
“transportation device” to 
determine exactly how much 
energy we have on board, 
regardless of its type, form, 
or volume, and that energy 
could be expressed in a new 
universal energy measure¬ 
ment which would make 
sense to eveiyone on the 
planet, regardless of faculty 
in science matters. 

Until then, I guess we need 
to embrace the mysteiy, and 
continue to realize that our 
driving habits and lifestyles 
are still some of the biggest 
determinants of transporta¬ 
tion fuel use. 

On that note, I am very 
proud of how much fuel I 
saved of late by adopting a 
more conservative accelera¬ 
tion approach — I think it 
translates to about 18 fur¬ 
longs to the quart, give or 
take.
